Lies Near Death 


In B.C. Hosnital 


Premier William Aberhart lies 
near death this afternoon in Van- 
couver. His condition, announced 
from the legislative buildings by 
Hon. Solon E. Low, provincial 
treasurer, is “very, very bad.” 
“We expect bad news at any 
time now,” Mr. Low stated. “Doc- 

tors at Vancouver have given up 


all hope, and it is now just a matter | 


of hours.” 

Hon. Ernest C. Manning, acting 
premier and provincial secretary, 
and Hon. W. A. Fallow, minister of 


public works, left Edmonton Satur- | 


day morning with their wives for | 
Vancouver. 

Mr. Aberhart entered hospital in 
Vancouver for a checkup, on April 
18, and at that time his condition | 
was regarded as not serious. 


LIVER AILMENT 


Later, however, he again entered 
the hospital, and it was announced 
he was suffering from a serious liver 
ailment, subsequently described as 
enlargement of the liver. 


An emergency consultation of 
doctors at the coast city diagnosed 
the premier’s condition as “very | 
serious,” and from that time on, 
he gradually sank lower and lower. 


Despite the seriousness of Mr 
Aberhart’s illness, vernment of- 
ficials here neversphePNly Bore for 
his complete recovery. Mr. Man- 
ning. as acting premier, stated on 
several occasions that there was 
every reason to believe Premier 
Aberhart would recover and return 
to his office here. 


TURN FOR WORSE 

Friday night, the premier’s con- 
dition took a turn for the worse, 
and his c»ndition was described as 
“extremely low.” This grave turn 
of events was confirmed by Mr. 
Fallow, and it was subsequently 
announced he and Mr. Manning 
would rush by the first available 
train to the coast. 

Mr. Low, who is acting head of 
the government in the absence of 
Mr. Manning, said a bulletin would 
be flashed from Vancouver, as soon 
as Mr. Aberhart’s condition changed 
one way or the other. 


Churchill Is Paid 
Tribute by McGeer

Addressing an Ottawa service 
club, Mr. McGeer described Mr. 
Churchill as “the living epitome 
of everything ti\et has made the 

British Empire what it is and 

what it's going to be, and the liv- 

ing example of everything the 

Britisher holds dear.” 

“It would almost seem,” he added, 
“that the 20th century was espe- 
cially designed as a background for 
his (Churchill's) marvelous career 
during which he made reformers of 
today look like poor, pink -imita- 
tions of the real thing. Like Eng- 
land, he shines more brightly 
disaster than he can ever shine in 
success... .”

STORAGE SHORT

The air training plan has “con- 
tributed largely to local air superi- 
ority in Africa and over the conti- 
nent of Europe and is an essential 
element in the realization of the 
final objective of the crushing out 
of existence of German and &talian 
economic might,” Maj. Power said. 

Not all the 50,000 air crew 

trained are Canadians, said the 
minister. The total ncludes Bri- 
tons ,Australians, New Zealand- 
ers, Czechs, Poles, Frenchmen, 
Norwegians and others. They are 
not all overseas for the air train- 
ing plan, from being a baby to be 
fed with everything, has grown 
into a parent, providing trained 
men for the home air forces and 
for overseas operations.

PREVIOUS ARRANGEMENT 

Originally the recruiting, manning 
aad all training of R.C.A.F. aircrew 
up to the stage of advanced train- 
ing was paid for by Canada, The 
United Kingdom supplied all twia- 
wings, a number of single-engined 

craft, and half the engines for ele- 
mentary trainers. 

Other costs of the plan were borne 
in the «following proportion: Can- 
ada, 80.64 Australia, 11.28; New Zea- 
land, 8.08. 

Britain, due to war exigencies, 
was unable to ship out aircraft 
and motors as stipulated and they 
were purchased by Canada on 
Britain's behalf to the extent of 
$98,000,000. 

In the latter part of 1941 some 
R.A.F. schools were set up in Can- 
ada, at Britain's expense except for 
land, and a new agreement was en- 
tered into for the whole plan in 
June last, extending the agreement 
to March 31, 1945.

BRITISH OBLIGATION 

The British obligation at July 1, 
1942, was $279,000,000, of which $66,- 

500,000 had been received “and the 
balance is presently being exam- 
ined by both governments for final 
settlement.” 

British contributions in kind up 
to that date, the minister said, prob- 
ably would be valued at more than 
$100,000,000. 

The new financial arrangement 
made last June estimated total 
cost of the plan to March 31, 1954, 
as $1,446,000,000, of which Bri- 
tain would be liable for one-half 
while Australia and New Zealand 
would pay on a per capita basis 
for their men trained under the 
scheme. 

The large reserve of applicants 
for aircrew enlistment had been re- 
duced in recent months and the 
air force would need 53,000 recruits 
this year. It would have to depend 
to a greater degree than in the past 
on young men just coming of en- 
listment age. 


CASUALTIES HEAVY 

Casualties were heavy and the 
minister said in reading the lists he 
was struck with the universatility of 
the sacrifices. 

“Each day there is recordded 
something vital and great that is 
lost to Canada,” he said. ‘We think 
of the youthful, happy faces of the 
boys who were normally facing the 
Sreat adventure of adult life with 
high heart and hopeful vision. 


“The loss of these boys is the 
great tragedy of this most tragic 
of all wars, not only to Canada 
but to the whole world. The new- 
est of all services takes the best 
in our nation and in its develop- 
ment we pay the heaviest of our 
Penalties.” 

Elaborating on the Operations of 
the air training plan the minister 
said the original number of schools 
planned was 74 but there are 154 
now in operation and many of the 
schools have twice the capacity or- 
iginally planned. 

The minister paid a Special tri- 
bute to the airmen on anti-submar- 
ine operations who had many 
apparent successes against submar- 
ines to their credit but who had a 
difficult and thankless task. He 
predicted their work would be 
more effective and coupled his 
announcement of a doubling of the 
forces thus engaged with a predic- 
tion of increased U-boat activity in 
the western Atlantic this summer 


COVER 12,000 SAILINGS 

“During the year 1942, Eastern 
Air Command anti-sbmarine Squad- 
rons flew some 5,000,000 nautical 
miles while escorting in the vicin- 
ity of 12,000 sailings of vessels 
moving singly and in convoy,” said 
the minister, 

“Of the number of ships sunk 
within 300 miles of the Canadian 
coast, less than three pergcent were 
sunk while actually being provided 
with air escort by the RCAF 
Even while carrying out this prim- 
arily defensive role, these squad- 
rons were able to make 43 attacks 
on enemy U-boats, many with ap- 
parent successes,” 

In 1942 the home war estab- 
lishment carried out 7,530 patrols 
of 94,450 hours’ flying time with 
22 crashes and 77 fatalities, com- 
pared with 1,900 patrols, 25,980 
flying hours, eight crashes and 28 
fatalities in 1941,”

SITUATION SERIOUS 


E. FE. Perley (Prog. Con. Qu’Ap- 
pelle) said the farm manpower sit- 
uation generally was serious. About 
395,000 men had left the farms in 


four years and only 1,778 place 
ments on farms were reported for 
April, 1943 


Almost every farmer in the west 
would take a man to work if he 
could be obtained at a reasonable 
wage, 

The farm production program 
set out this spring had not been 
well considered, said Mr. Perley. 

It might be this year that more 
wheat would be needed than 
Canada would produce, If farm- 
ers had been encouraged to seed 
as much wheat as last year, in- 
stead of reducing such acreage, 
the position might have been 
better, United States reports in- 
Gicated substantial supplies of 
wheat would be required by that 
country,

Changing World 
Is Seen by Cleric 


CALGARY, May 22—(CP)—It is 
impossible for the world ever to be 
the same as it was before the war, 
Dr. E. Crossley Hunter, minister 
of Knox United church, Winnipeg, 
said at a public lecture here last 
night held in connection with the 
19th annual Alberta conference of 
the United Church of Canada 

He spoke on the subject “All the 
King's Men,” using the nursery 
rhyme “Humpty Dumpty” as his 
theme 

“When some things are broken 
they can never be restored, and 
when things have served their 
Purpose, they cannot be used 
again,” said Mr. Hunter, who il- 
lustrated how single events can 
change the course of the world. 
The Magna Charta was only a 
sheet of parchment but its sign- 
ing speeded the development of 
democracy; Columbus’ voyage to 
America made obsolete Europe's 
hope of isolation, 

One hundred years from now, he 
said, historians will be writing of 
the prophetic quality of the words 
spoken by Lord Grey, on the eve- 
ning of Aug. 4, 1914, when he said 
to a friend, “The lights are going 
out all over Europe and they will 
not be lit again in our time.”

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Four Pounds for Five 


Prices and trade board officials explain 
that only half the meat produced in Can- 
ada can be spared to civilians. The rest has 
to go to feed our soldiers and airmen; fill 
the food lockers of naval and merchant 
ships; keep the people in Britain, including 
the thousands of Canadian and other Al- 
lied soidiers stationed there, supplied; 
feed the men engaged in Canada on de- 
fence projects and great power develop- 
ments. And some, it can be hoped, will 
find its way before the year is out to the 
famished people in Greece and other oc- 
cupied countries. 

Wherefore civilian consumption in Can- 
ada must be reduced about one-fifth 
through rationing. Not reduced to one- 
fifth, but by one-fifth. The distinction is 
important because there seem to be peo- 
ple in Canada who have both the talent and 
the inclination to magnify the “hardships 
to which we are being subjected by ra- 
tioning. Likely enough these will get a 
tale going that under the coupon system 
we will only be able to get one pound of 
meat for each five pounds we now get.

Canada at Washington 


The presence of Prime Minister King 
and Colonel Ralston at Washington can 
have only one significance. They have 
been taken fully into the confidence of 
President Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill, in- 
vited to take part in the plan-making, and 
consulted as to the part Canada and Cana- 
dian forces can most advantageously play 
in carrying these plans into effect. It will 
not of course be expected that when they 
return to Ottawa they will proceed to tell 
the public—and the enemy—what deci- 
sions have been made. These can only be 
known as events to develop. 

What may be supposed is that in one 
field or another, or in more than one, our 
land, sea and air forces will be called upon 
for expanding active participation. That 
was in prospect before the conference 
opened and is more clearly in prospect 
now. The Allies are on the offensive in 
Europe, and are bound by both circum- 
stances and pledges to work up to offen- 
sive action in the Pacific. Canada is no 
less involved in the battle against Japan 
than in the destruction of Hitlerism. Our 
airmen are already fighting in both the- 
atres, and our navy and army may be hot- 
ly engaged in both before the summer 
ends,

Admiral Yamamoto 


No crocodile tears need be shed over 
the bier of Admiral Yamamoto. He was a 
scoundrel of whom the world is well rid, 
as it will be well rid of the associates with 
whom he plotted to murder and loot on the 
wholesale. An enemy warrior who loyally 
obeys the duly constituted civil authority 
of his country is entitled to the respect of 
his opponents. But Yamamoto was not in 
that class. He was a key-man in the mil- 
itarist clique which for a generation has 
bossed Japan by intimidation, bribery, 
threats and assassination—to the end that 
conquest could be made the supreme end 
of national policy. 

The blood of Takahashi was on Yama- 
moto’s hands. He was the technician who 


kinds upon which the factories depend. A 
list of these, it is stated, has been carefully 
compiled by official experts, not from sug- 
gestions made by refugees, and they will 
be put out of commission in turf.

The House of Commons turned down a 
proposal that expenditures being made for 
publicity shotild be referred to the com- 
mittee on public accounts; the Government 
countering with a suggestion that the 
committee on war expenditures is the pro- 
per investigating body if any investigating 
is needed. This apparently did not suit 
the opposition. Perhaps what they wanted 
was a talking point rather than an inves- 
tigation. If the public accounts committee 
is doing the work it is supposed to do it has 
plenty on hand without plunging into the 
broad field of war expenditures. 


Observers surmise that a “diplomatic 
offensive” is under way, aimed to make 
certain that Allied forces will get support 
if and when they land in Italy. It is to 
be hoped this is true, and that the latent 
anti-Fascist sentiment in the country can 
be given effect by advance organization 
and plans for concerted action.

First Order: 


Employments listed in Paragraph B 
above, declared non-essential in this 
Second Order, are additional to the non- 
essential employments contained in the 
First Order. The First Order, issued May 
4th, 1943, required compliance by May 
19th on the part of employees designated 
under Mobilization Regulations, and also 
of their employers, in the following lines 
of work:—

OTTAWA, May 22—(CP)—Agri- 
culture Minister Gardiner announc- 
ed yesterday that commercial manu- 
facturers of strawberry, raspberry 
and loganberry jam will be subsi- 
dized in their processing of this 
year's berry crop. Purpose of the 
subsidy is to enable jam manufac- 
turers to compete with the fresh 
fruit market for supplies while con- 
tinuing to operate under the price 
ceiling on their finished product. 

In a departmental statement Mr, 
Gardiner said he considered the 
subsidy necessary to keep 1943-44 
jam production at fully as high a 
level as that of 1942-43.

MEDICAL EVIDENCE 


Lt. Col. K. Hamilton, first wit- 
ness, stated he had seen the boy 
at 8 p.m, Tuesday. The lad was 
unconscious, and had suffered head 
injuries He had given him oxygen 
and intervenus. Breathing, con- 
tinued the witness, had stopped 
at 8:30 p.m. and life had been 
carried on by means of artificial 
respiration and oxygen. 

Bob McAllie, 12 years old, said 
the bicycle on which they were rid- 
ing, belonged to Wilfred Cake, with 
the latter on the crossbar. They 
were on their way to a Scout meet- 
ing, he said, adding that there was 
not much traffic and that he saw no 
car. 

Arthur Megas told the jury he 
had been standing in the doorway 
ef his service station and saw 
the bicycle and the car which hit 
it. He said he saw one boy 
about six feet above the pave- 
ment, hands and legs spread. He 
also saw the bicycle in the air, he 
stated. 

He had immediately phoned for 
an ambulance, continued the wit- 
ness, but not getting an answer, 
went over to the scene of the acci- 
dent. He estimated the speed of the 
car at 30 miles an hour, he said.
